The Hummer Manufacturing Com- 
pany, strike-bound subsidiary of 
Montgomery Ward & Tompany, 
was seized by the Army today on 
a presidential order. 

Lieutenant Colonel Nelson Tal- 
bott, of the Air Forces, heading 
the contingent of 10 Army repre 
sentatives who took over the plant 
at Springfield, Ill., announced that 
operations will be resumed tomor- 
row morning. 

The War Labor Board, which 


referred the case to the White 
House for action on the concern’s 
refusal to abide by a WLB order 
for maintenance of union mem- 
bership and arbitration procedure, 
said the plant was engaged 70 per 
cent in war materials manufac 
ture. 

COMMENT DECLINED 


Production had been stopped by 
the strike for 15 days. The AFL 
International Association of Ma- 
chinists, which had said its mem- 
bers would stay out until Hum- 
mer signed a contract or the gov- 
ernment took over, called a meet- 
ing on the question of going back 
oo the job.

It is significant that President Roosevelt is able to announce | 
a reduction of $8,300,000,000 in the year’s war cost compared to 


the January estimate. 
Our war expenditures are going down, and for several good 


reasons: The shipping losses to Nazi U-boats have not been as. 


large as experts deemed likely; American war goods—particularly 


long-range artillery—are lasting far longer than even the most | 


optimistic dared hope; our raids on the Fortress Europe have 
not resulted in the loss of as many planes as anticipated; and, 
finally, we are accumulating sufficient stockpiles of more and 
more individual items of war equipment.

per cent. 

It is reassuring to know as the zero hour nears that we are 
fully equipped, that no American soldier need die for lack of 
adequate arms and sufficient ammunition, that it ls, as many 
people—with more truth than humor—have pointed out, “all over 
but the fighting.”

- More Than 
100 Years Ago Today 


They already had tried out the S. S. Savannah. 
They ran her from Savannah to Charleston, 
There was a distinguished passenger on board, 
President James Monroe. To him they whis- 
pered that soon the Savannah was to try crossing the Atlantic ocean, 

It was on May 20, 1819, she started on that voyage. 

There was, of course, great excitement. Crowds were around 
the docks. There were many pérsons along the river’s banks, 
come in from fields, to see the freak boat, with sails and a paddle 
wheel, begin her voyage. 

She passed on down the river, her paddle wheel churning the 
water to a brown foam. Cheers followed her as she disappeared. 

For 29 days she was lost. The vast wastes of the Atlantic ocean 
claimed her. 

On the thirtieth day the Mersey river at Liverpool, England, 
saw a strange sight. A ship was moving against the current, with- 
out sail.° 

It was the Savannah. When she was tied safely to her dock 29 
days and 11 hours had passed since she had slipped into the river's 
current at Savannah and begun her voyage. She was the first 
steamship to cross the Atlantic. 

The hair splitters are not willing to give her that honor. There 
were days when the Atlantic was too rough for the paddle wheel 
to make much progress. So, on those days, the engine was stopped 
and sail hoisted. 

The hair splitters may insist all they wish. The Savannah was 
the first. 

So, today they celebrate that voyage, using the historic date and 
day to commemorate the men of the maritime service. Steam 
still propels the ships. But fuel oil, not coal, boils the water to 
produce the steam. ‘Thousands of ships ply the seven seas today. 
Our own merchant marine has helped us come back from Pearl 
Harbor’s disaster; has carried the men to distant fields of battle; 
has carried the ammunition and guns and tanks. It is proper to 
honor them, especially those who have given their lives. 


IN SAVANNAH Steamboating began long before Robert Ful- 

ton’s Clermont began to attract attention. He 
invented nothing. He was an immensely practical man who saw 
that Watt’s steam engine and the many steamboats which had 
been built, were an idea which might revolutionize the commerce 
of seas and rivers. 

More than 20 years before Fulton produced his steamboat, the 
most successful one of his time, one William Longstreet was work- 
ing on such a boat at Savannah. They laughed at him, as they 
laughed at others. The papers ran a little verse, parody on the 
song, “Can She Bake a Cherry Pie, Billy Boy.” It ran: 

“Can you row the boat ashore, 

Billy Boy, Billy Boy?” 

In 1805 he succeeded in propelling a boat by steam but it was 
clumsy, inefficient, and he gave it up. 


Fulton’s Clermont came along in 1807.- Even after it was so 
successful the country showed.an amazing resistance to adopting 
steamboats. Before Fulton there had been at least 16 boats suc- 
cessfully propelled by steam. ; 

The country was suspicious. They looked on it as a toy. They 
said it cost too much as compared to the wind which blew, free 
of charge, into any sails which might be hoisted. 

Years later, of course, the Wright brothers were tg encounter 
almost the same sort of nonacceptance when they invented the 
airplane. 

The first steamboat did not appear on the Mississippi until 
four years after Fulton’s success. 

Many of Georgia’s rivers, mud-filled and shallow today, knew 
steamboats in those days. Milledgeville was, for a while, almost 
an ocean port. The city was a terminal of navigation and goods 
from and to Europe were stacked on her docks.

Saw Hevdrich Killed 


In the new issue of the weekly magazine 

Life, out today, there is one of the most unusual 

stories ever published. It is the story of an 

American student who was a resident of Prague 

on May 27, 1942, the day when the most hated of all Nazi oppressors 

was attacked and given fatal wounds by two men who, apparently, 

have never been apprehended. By merest chance this American, 

Harold Kirkpatrick by. name, was the only disinterested eyewitness 

to the attack, but the Germans never suspected this. If they had, 

doubtless he would have been one of the thousands who were exe- 
cuted in reprisal by the Nazis. 

The story is amazing as well as revealing. It is told so simply 
and straightforwardly it becomes compelling evidence of the truth 
of the charges of vicious brutality made against the Germans. 
Somehow, when you read, in straight news reports, how the Ger- 
mans killed so many hundred helpless “hostages or machine- 
gunned women and children, it is difficult for decent imagination 
to fully grasp the foulness of the deeds perpetrated. 

When you read this account of the assassination in Prague, and 
the actions of the Germans in the days immediately following, the 
whole picture jumps into vivid reality. 


OVER LOUD SPEAKERS Over their official loud speakers, 


strung on the lamp posts, the 
Nazis, every 15 minutes, read the names of Czechs who had been 
executed “for public approval” of the shooting of Heydrich. This 
dread roll call, before the end, went far beyond 1,000 in Prague 
alone, while it was known that the iron hand carried the same death 
into other cities. 

And the whole world will never forget the fate of Lidice, that 
little village the Nazis destroyed, with all in it, in vengeance. And 
thereby added Lidice to the list of the martyrs which will never 
be forgotten while the world shall last. 

And the name of Lidice shall forever remain a shame and a 
disgrace to the record of Germany. 

A friend of Kirkpatrick’s was held by the Gestapo but, unable 
to find any grounds for the death penalty, he was freed after 
being held in a prison camp for weeks. 

While there this friend was, with others, used as a guinea pig 
by the Germans to test the effect of poison gases in chemicql 
warfare, 

Two dozen of these hapless Czechs were administered some 
thing by hypodermic. Then they were placed, wearing gas masks, 
in a sealed chamber and the deadly gases let loose. 

Two of their number died, but the rest survived. The Germans 
tested their reactions after the ordeal. 

Now Kirkpatrick is back in America, brought home as an ex- 
change prisoner the Gripsholm. If he has any sense at all he'll 
stay here henceforth. At least, not return to Prague or anywhere 
where German hands could reach him.

Missouri’s Senator Harry Truman 
May Be Roosevelt Running Mate 


(Editor’s Note: Gladstone Williams, whose column usually ap- 
pears here, is on vacation.) 


WASHINGTON—I¢t still is six weeks before the first of the ma 
jor presidential nominating conventions is to be held, but barring @ 
possible scrap over the Democratic vice presidential selection, this 
preliminary phase is all over except the shouting. 

The presidential contestants will be Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
Governor Thomas E Dewey, of New York. Nomination of Gov- 
ernor Earl Warren, of California, for vice president, by the Repub- 
licans is only a fraction less certain. 

The last doubt as to Mr. Roosevelt’s intention was removed by 
the speech of Robert E. Hannegan, chairman of the Democratie 
National Committee, last Monday, timed to coincide with the Presi- 
dent’s return from his southern vacation. 

Mr. Hannegan predicted without qualification that President 
Roosevelt will be nominated for a fourth term, and declared that 
“despite the malicious whispers to the contrary, | can assure you 
that the President is fit and ready for the fight.” 

Mr. Hannegan is the new Democratic national campaign man 
ager, hand-picked by Mr. Roosevelt. He ‘spoke with the knowledge 
that party workers throughout the country were waiting for a 
cue, and that they would accept what he, Mr, Hannegan, said as 
the final word of the President himself. 

There is the further fact, conceded by all Democrats, that the 
time has passed when any man other than Mr. Roosevelt could be 
nominated by their party with even a chance of victory. 


DIFFERENT IN ’40 Four years ago the situation was differ 

: ent. Cordell Hull then afforded a logical 
alternative to a third term. James A. Farley, for one, hoped to the 
very last that the President was building up for a dramatic reaffir 
mation of the two-term limitation, as laid down by George Wash- 
ington and Thomas Jefferson, and that at the final moment he 
would hand over the baton to his secretary of state.

Dougherty Crop Corps

ALBANY, Ga., May 21.—Final

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Birth of Jonesboro Woman 


Bucked enna ssattle Plan 


By CECILE DAVIS. 


The birth. of a baby back in 
August, 1864, caused a change in 
General Sherman's plans during 
the Battle of Jonesboro, 


Mrs. Anna Tidwell recalled the 
story of her bifth, handed down to 
her by her parents and grand- 
parents, as she sat in the home of 
her sister-in-law, Mrs. Tom Bar- 
nett, 1285 Floyd avenue, S. W., 
yesterday. 


She related how a cannon ball 
came crashing through the wall of 
her grandfather’s house on August 
30, how he raised a white flag in 
the yard, and how General Sher- 
man ordered his artillerymen to 
cease firing in the direction of 
the little farmhouse. 


“They say that just “before I 
was born, a ball was shot through 
the wall of my mother’s bed- 
room,” Mrs. Tidwell said, “It 
came through the head of the bed, 
and landed by the fireplace. 


“Then my grandfather went out 
in the yard and raised a white 
flag,” she continued. “He hoped 
it would get the Yankees’ atten- 
tion so they would stop firing in 
our direction. And pretty soon a 
cavalryman rode up and asked 
grandfather what was the matter. 

“Grandfather told him, and he 
rode away,” she said. “Then ‘fore 
long a Yankee doctor come _to the 
house, and ‘tended mother until 
I was born. And that Yankee was 
the one who named me,” she re- 
called, “He picked me up and 
named me Shell Anna Marvillier

Notice the great 
strides that doctors have made 
in the past 100 years, and be 
grateful you are living in the 
20th century.)

“T want to become a physician,” 
she announced. “Although you 
generally refrain from dealing 
with strictly medical problems in 
your psychology column, I won- 
der if you’d tell us some of the 
greatest advances in medicine in 
the past century. 


“Please describe some of the hu- 
man interest elements in modern 
surgery.” 

Diagnosis:: Remember the old 
adage about “starving a fever’? 
Now we tend to follow the pa- 
tient’s appetite and feed him what- 
éver he seems “sufficiently inter- 
ested to eat. 


Remember how urgently peo- 
ple tried to break the fever? Now 
we are grateful for the fever, in 
a sense, and if it doesn’t go much 
above 105 degrees, we sit tight. 
y? 

Because germs don’t seem to 
multiply as fast at Fever tempera- 


tures as do white blood corpuscts, 


so the elevated body temperature 


puscles faster than the invading 
enemy can flood us with new 
crops of young bacteria. 


In the old days of severe vomit- 
ing and diarrhea, moreover, the 
patient might get seriously de- 
hydrated or deficient in fluids. 
Now we give ample glucose and 
salt solutions under the skin or by 
vein, or wé can feed and fluidize a 
patient without disturbing his in- 
flamed stomach or intestinal tract. 


FEEDING BY VEIN 


When I was an interne, an 
arthritic little woman, weighing 
85, was brought into the hospital 


same way, by just varying the | here at Chicago. 


Her attending physician started 
fluids by vein, and said ‘as soon as 
one liter had trickled in, to sub- 
stitute another liter. He said-to 
keep it up till he personally can- 
celled the order. 

The interne on his service call- 
ed me next morning for advice, 
saying he had already given the 
woman 17 liters of glucose and 
saline in the preceding 12 hours, 
and wondering if that wasn’t 
enough. 

Although she had thus taken 
about four gallons of fluids dur- 
ing the night, which was at least 
four times her total blood volume, 
she was as pert as a bird, and 
showed no ill effects. I cite this 
case for my medical colleagues, 
since it is very unusual. 


GREATEST ADVANCES 


If I were to list the greatest ad- 
vances in medicine, I would in- 
clude the following, though they 
may not be in order of maximum 
value. 


First, vaccination and inocula- 
tion. We have thereby almost 
eliminated some of the dangerous 
epidemics, such as _ smallpox, 
diptheria, and whooping cough. 


Second, pasteurization of milk 
and purification of water, by 
means of which we have almost 
wiped out typhoid, intestinal tu- 
berculosis, etc. 


Third, anesthesia, thereby per- 
mitting the development and 
miracles of modern surgery. 


Fourth, asepsis and antisepsis, 
fortified by a growing array of 
valuable drugs, such as the sul- 
fonamide group, penicillin, qui- 
nine, etc. 


Fifth, complementation proced- 
ures or methods of making up 
body deficiencies as glandular 
therapy, including insulin, thy- 
roid extract and other products, 
either synthesized chemically or 
obtained directly from other ani- 
mals,

also come blood transfusions, 
oxygen therapy, intravenous feed-

Answer—Infantile parlysis is 
not communicable after the. acute 
feverish stage (before parlysis 
occurs or in the first week or so 
afterward). So there is no danger 
of catching the disease from pa- 
tients under treatment for parlysis. 


GROWTH AND STRENGTH 


I am 14. I have had a tired 
feeling all winter. I used to be 
able to carry a 10-gallon can of 
milk, but now I can hardly carry 
a pailful. When I sit down for a 
while my knees ache when I get 
up.

Bu. baseball, says Ty Cobb—and he’s backed up in this opinion 
by a lot of other tamous men who have the interest of baseball at 
heart—has been standing still. There hasn’t been any effort made 
e nterest voungsters in baseball. A*generation has been lost. 

oungsters have turned to other games. 
“There's going to be a ‘low’ period sometime after the war. 

And it’s then, unless something is done now, that baseball 

may feel the full effects of a depression. The major leagues 

have the money and they’re making plenty of money. If 
they'll spend some of it on promotion, it will pay dividends. 

Otherwise, baseball may have to take a backseat to profes- 

sional football,” Ty Cobb sald. ‘ 

The Georgia Peach is merely a football fan. Baseball comes first 
with him as a sport. Cobb saw Georgia defeat U. C. L. A., 9 to 0, 
in the Rose Bow! and still believes today that if Trippi had been 
turned loose, the Bulldogs might have won by 35 to 40 points. 
Sinkwich was hurt and it took him a lang time to score. But Wally 
Butte figured the crowd wanted to see Sinkwich cross the goal line, 
so he sacrificed the chance to run up a big score.

about everything, at one time or another, including home runs. 

Ty Cobb never went in for home run hitting, but he could ride 
the ball out of the park when he put his mind to it. One series in 
St Louis he clouted five home runs in two games, after saying he 
was going to try his hand at doing it. 3

pulted from their ships immediate- 
ly upon receipt of a report of a 
plane being downed. 

One rescue carried out by planes 
piloted by Lieutenant James W. 
Alcock, 23, Centerville, Mass., and 
by Ensign Marco Peter Spinelli, 
23, Georgia Depot street, Athens, 
Ga., was chosen for an example 
of the work. 


“The pilot of a Navy Grumman 
Avenger torpedo plane said that 
his engine was shot up and he was 
making a forced landing on the 
water five miles off Palau,” the 
Navy related. 


“With Navy fighter planes weav- 
ing overhead to ward off any ene- 
my opposition, the rescue craft 
reached the scene in time to see 
the smoking Avenger gliding to- 
ward the water. The float planes 
nosed down and landed in the 
ocean ‘practically in formation 
with us,’ according to a descrip- 
tion by men aboard the torpedo 
plane.” 

Lieutenant Warren E. MctLel- 
lan, 22, Fort Smith, Ark., the pilot, 
floated away from the torpedo 
plane in his life-jacket. His crew, 
men, U. S. Hitchinson, Burbank,

Pawtucket, R. I., inflated a life 
raft and climbed aboard.
